questions 
propounded to Jesus on the mem­ 
orab le Day of Questions which 
Matthew records was one that has 
had a place in the history of na­ 
tions for the 19% centuries since 
the conniving enemies of Jesus 
asked Him, “Is it lawful to give 
trib ute to Caesar?” 
These enemies of Jesus — the 
Pharisees, the Sadducees and the 


Herodians, 
all 
of 
whom 
had 
joined forces to destroy Jesus— 
knew that if Jesus said it was 
right to give trib ute to Caesar, 
which meant pay ing 
taxes 
to 
Rome, then the Jewish people 
would rise up against Him, for 
the Jews were chafing under 
Roman rule. If Jesus said it was 
wrong to pay the Roman tax, 
then the Roman authorities would 
have cause to punish Him. 
Jesus very adroitly and cor­ 
rectly replied, “Render therefore 
unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s and unto God the things 
that are God’s.” 
Jesus thus went farther than 
was 
expected 
b y 
raising 
the 
question of loy alty to God and 
suggesting that His questioners 
were disloy al to b oth God and 
Rome. In other words, Jesus con­ 
fused those who tried to em- 
b arass Him. 
In 
answering 
this 
question, 
Jseus drew the line b etween the 
state and the church—b etween 
politics and religion—b ut He did 
not, and let us rememb er this: 
He did not free the state of its 
ob ligations to 
rule 
righteously 
and justly . 
Jesus would, b y rendering to 
God the things that are God’s, 
have the state purified and glori­ 
fied b y the church, just as He 
would have the church purify 
and glorify b usiness, the home 
and 
all 
other 
institutions and 
activities of the human race. 
Let us not confuse the ob liga­ 
tions we owe the state with those 
ob ligations we owe to God. 
We owe to the state: ob edience 
to its laws, support through taxes, 
loy alty in service, in interest in 
its well 
b eing b y helping to 
choose good officers and b y ad­ 
vocating 
and 
helping 
promote 
laws that are helpful and just. 
We owe to God: love, worship, 
gratitude for forgiveness, faith 
in His goodness and hope in His 
giving to us the b lessings of this 
life and an eternal life b ey ond 
the grave. 
We also owe to Him our help 
in promoting His rule in the 
hearts of men, and here we have 
an opportunity to serve Him b y 
b eing loy al to the state, b y b e­ 
ing good citizens. 
We are not called upon as 


Christians 
to follow 
the state 
into fields it should 
no t enter. 
When the state legalizes v ice, we 
are not called upon to g iv e o ur 
approval. 
When 
a 
g o v ernment 
makes human slavery a pro tected 
institution, the Christian 
citix sns 
of that country are under no o b­ 
ligations to support that 
institu­ 
tion. When a nation licenses that 
which destroy s b oth b ody and 
soul of its people, the 
Christian 
citizen owes it to His God to en­ 
ter his protest. 
When the state tries to elimi­ 
nate the home, it is violating 
the 
purpose of the state and 
ceases 
to function as such. The 
state has 
no right to expect loy alty o f its 
sub jects 
when, 
through 
unjust 
laws, it is disloy al to them. The 
right of protest against 
injustice 
has alway s b een claimed b y the 
Christian. 
Jesus does not condemn 
any ­ 
one who raises his protest against 
any unjust law. He ex jo ects it. 
It has, indeed, b een the pro ­ 
test of the Christian 
that has 
made possib le the elimination o f 
all the inhumanity o f man t«> 
man that has taken place since 
Jesus took His place on the side 
of the downtrodden and 
mis­ 
treated of earth more 
than 19 
centuries ago. 
I think Jesus was with tho se 
Englishmen who compelled 
King 
John to sign the Magna 
Carta at 
Runny mede. I am sure I do no t 
know, b ut I 
b elieve He was 
present in those awful day s o f the 
French Revolution when 
human 
b lood b lotted o ut the Reig n o f 
Terror. 
I am sure Jesus was with 
George Washington 
and his suf­ 
fering Colonials at Valley Forgg^ 
I b elieve He has rejo iced o v er 
the downfall of despo tic co untries 
and in the pro g ress o f demo cracy . 
Jesus wants us to b e lo y al to 
the state, b ut he also wants us to 
help make that state wo rthy o f 
our loy alty .

Woods 
stated that much of the present low 
price is due to economists and oth­ 
ers not producers saying, since 
October, that cattle numbers are 
too high. This developed 
a rush to 
unload. With 
157,000,00b people 
and only 93,000,000 rattle, there 
is not enough beef yet—u>nly 144 
lbs. per person. 160 lbs. w ould be 
better nutrition, and still there 
are more babies bom each year 
than cattle. The rest of the eco­ 
nomic out look is good, “We are 
afraid of fear!” said Woods. 


“But it is apparent that some 
policy decisions lor the better- 
ment o.f the 
livestock 
industry 
should be forthcoming, and they 
will have to be made by the pro­ 
ducers themselves.” Most if not 
all, policies have been made by 
someone or some group outside 
the industry, and when such con­ 
ditions exist, most decisions will 
be to the advantage of someone 
else, rather than to th >se of us 
who produce the meat. The live­ 
stock producers must ac1 so that 
policy decisions are theirs to make 
and they should develop such a 
program through their 
own or- 
ganiz; tion. We also need more re­ 
search to know exactly how much 
meat the humhn body can use, 
and “we need to know it now.” 


As to marketing, Woods said 
that a realistic approach to the 
problem' would be a program that 
would put foods on the tables of 
America for an even happier and 
more appreciative people. Then 
those in agriculture would not be 
expected to make all the economic 
adjustments by 
lowering 
their 
prices, and thus their income, to 
the point where the stability of 
agriculture is threatened.

Among 
the 
many 
questions 
propounded to Jesus on the mem­ 
orable Day of Questions which 
Matthew records was one that has 
had a place in the history of na­ 
tions for the 19 
centuries since 
the conniving enemies of Jesus 
asked Him, “Is it lawful to give 
tribute to Caesar?” 
These enemies of Jesus — the 
Pharisees, the Sadducees and the 


Herodians, 
all 
of 
whom 
had 
joined forces to destroy Jesus— 
knew that if Jesus said it was 
right to give tribute to Caesar, 
which 
meant 
paying 
taxes 
to 
Rome, then the Jewish people 
would rise up against Him, for 
the 
Jews 
were 
chafing 
under 
Roman rule. If Jesus said it was 
wrong to pay the Roman tax, 
then the Roman authorities would 
have cause to punish Him. 
Jesus very adroitly and cor­ 
rectly replied, ‘ Render therefore 
unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s and unto God the things 
that are God’s.” 
Jesus thus went farther than 
was 
expected 
by 
raising 
the 
question of loyalty to God and 
suggesting 
that His questioners 
were disloyal to both God and 
Rome. In other words, Jesus con­ 
fused those who tried to em- 
barass Him. 
In 
answering 
this 
question, 
Jseus drew the line between the 
state 
and 
the church—between 
politics and religion—but He did 
not, and let us remember this: 
He did not free the state of its 
obligations to 
rule 
righteously 
and justly. 
Jesus would, by rendering to 
God the things that are God’s, 
have the state purified and glori­ 
fied by the church, just as He 
would 
have the church purify 
and glorify business, the home 
and 
all 
other 
institutions 
and 
activities of the human race. 
Let us not confuse the obliga­ 
tions we owe the state with those 
obligations we owe to God. 
We owe to the state: obedience 
to its laws, support through taxes,

propounded to Jesus on the mem­ 
orable Day of Questions which 
M atthew records was one that has 
had a place in the history of na­ 
tions for the 19*6 centuries since 
the conniving enemies of Jesus 
asked Him, “Is it lawful to give 
tribute to Caesar?” 
These enemies of Jesus — the 
Pharisees, the Sadducees and the 


Herodians, 
all 
of 
whom 
had 
joined forces to destroy Jesus— 
knew that if Jesus said it was 
right to give tribute to Caesar, 
which 
meant 
paying 
taxes 
to 
Rome, then the Jewish people 
would rise up against Him, for 
the 
Jews 
were 
chafing 
under 
Roman rule. If Jesus said it was 
wrong to pay the Roman tax, 
then the Roman authorities would 
have cause to punish Him. 
Jesus very adroitly and cor­ 
rectly replied, “Render therefore 
unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s and unto God the things 
that are God’s.” 
Jesus thus went farther than 
was 
expected 
by 
raising 
the 
question of loyalty to God and 
suggesting that His questioners 
were disloyal to both God and 
Rome. In other words, Jesus con­ 
fused those who tried to em- 
barass Him. 
In 
answering 
this 
question, 
Jseus drew the line between the 
state 
and 
the church—between 
politics and religion—but He did 
not, and let us remember this: 
He did not free the state of its 
obligations to 
rule 
righteously 
and justly. 
Jesus would, by rendering to 
God the things that are God’s, 
have the state purified and glori­ 
fied by the church, just as He 
would 
have the church purify 
and glorify business, the home 
and 
all 
other 
institutions 
and 
activities of the human race. 
Let us not confuse the obliga­ 
tions we owe the state with those 
obligations we owe to God. 
We owe to the state: obedience 
to its laws, support through taxes, 
loyalty in service, in interest in 
its 
well 
being 
by 
helping 
to 
choose good officers and by ad­ 
vocating 
and 
helping 
promote 
laws that are helpful and just. 
We owe to God: love, worship, 
gratitude 
for 
forgiveness, 
faith 
in His goodness and hope in His 
giving to us the blessings of this 
life and an eternal life beyond 
the grave. 
We also owe to Him our help 
in 
promoting 
His rule in the 
hearts of men, and here we have 
an opportunity to serve Him by 
being loyal to the state, by be­ 
ing good citizens. 
We are not called upon 
as 


Christians 
to 
follow 
the 
state 
into fields it should not enter. 
When the state legalizes vice, we 
are not called upon to give our 
approval. 
When 
a 
government 
makes human slavery a protected 
institution, the Christian citizens 
of that country are under no ob­ 
ligations to support that institu­ 
tion. When a nation licenses that 
which destroys both body and 
soul of its people, the Christian 
citizen owes it to His God to en­ 
ter his protest. 
When the state tries to elim i­ 
nate the home, it is violating the 
purpose of the state and ceases 
to function as such. The state has 
no right to expect loyalty of its 
subjects 
when, 
through 
unjust 
laws, it is disloyal to them. The 
right of protest against injustice 
has always been claimed by the 
Christian. 
Jesus does not condemn any­ 
one who raises his protest against 
any unjust law. He expects it. 
It has, indeed, been the pro­ 
test of the Christian that has 
made possible the elimination of 
all the inhumanity of man to 
man that has taken place since 
Jesus took His place on the side 
of 
the 
downtrodden 
and mis­ 
treated of earth more than 19 
centuries ago. 
I think Jesus was with those 
Englishmen who compelled King 
John to sign the Magna Carta at 
Runnymede. I am sure I do not 
know, but 
I 
believe 
He 
was 
present in those awful days of the 
French Revolution when human 
blood blotted out the Reign of 
Terror. 
I 
am 
sure 
Jesus 
was 
with 
George Washington and his suf­ 
fering Colonials at Valley Forge. 
I believe He has rejoiced over 
the downfall of despotic countries 
and in the progress of democracy. 
Jesus wants us to be loyal to 
the state, but he also wants us to 
help make that state worthy of 
our loyalty. 
President Eisenhower has well 
said, “America is great because 
she 
is 
good, 
and, 
if 
America 
ceases to be good, America will 
cease to be great.”

Woods Talks To 
Livestock Producers 


M. E. Allen. Chairman of the 
Stoddard County 
Farm 
Bureau 
lix’estoek committee, presented E. 
M. “Smokey” Woods to a group of 
at least 75 farmers, in 
the court 
room at Bloomfield the evening 
of Feb. 12. In his preliminary re ­ 
marks, Allen made some very im­ 
portant statements, 
saying 
that 
“Freedom of the mind is the most 
important of the Freedoms,” he 
added that we of the grassroots are 
doing more individual 
thinking 
than ever before, but that we need 
to study and read still more. Al­ 
len asked “are we going to let this 
or any government tell us what 
kind of a farm program we are 
going to have?” He continued “We 
have done very well in the line of 
production, but i)ow xve 
must 
tudy and tree our minds of old 
ideas of marketing.” He said that 
he cooperative 
movement 
has 
done a great thing in establishing 
a yard stick in marketing of pro­ 
ducts through our farm organiza­ 
tion—Farm Bureau—we can do a 
' ;t more in this line, by all farm - 
<. rs working together. 


E. M. Woods, Director of Co­ 
operative M arketing for the Mis­ 
souri Farm 
Bureau 
Federation, 
stated first “Farm Bureau m em ber­ 
ship should be considered an in­ 
vestment in the future” and con­ 
tinued “If we (of Farm Bureau) 
were making the policies for agri­ 
culture we .farmers would be bet­ 
ter off!” Woods then went on to 
discuss the future livestock m ar­ 
keting prospects. 
Lambs 
should 
strengthen in 
June; 
wool will 
probably remain about the same 
as last year; returns per dollar 
invested will be better from sheep 
than other meat animals. Hogs 
hould go a litt e above $20 in the 
iex4 six weeks; perhaps weaken a 
little in May; th 'i 
t:\-ngthen again 
and remain fairly string until late 
October 
when the bulk of spring 
pigs come in. But generally the 
1,953 hog m arket should be strong, 
barring trouble with vesiculoi ex­ 


anthema disease which alarms con­ 
sumers though there is positively 
no danger to them. 
The cattle market, Woods said, 
is in trouble now because we m ar­ 
keted in bunches last year. Now 
he said, most producers are plan­ 
ning to market before November, 
so the best time to plan to sell may 
be November and December, after 
the rush is over. IL is of urea* im ­ 
portance to get as much feed as 
possible ahead and plan to feed 
as economically as possible. Woods 
stated that much of the present low 
price is due to economists and oth­ 
ers not producers saying, since 
October, that cattle numbers are 
too high. This developed n rush to 
unload. With 
157,000,00b people 
and only 93.000,000 <■ ittle, there 
is not enough beef yet—¡only 144 
lbs. per person. 160 lbs. w ould be 
better nutrition, and still there 
are more babies born e tch year 
than cattle. The rest of the eco­ 
nomic out look is good, “We are 
afraid of fear!” said Woods. 


“But it is apparent that some 
policy decisions for tin 
better­ 
ment o.f the 
livestock 
industry 
should be forthcoming, and they 
will have to be made by the pro­ 
ducers themselves.” Most if not 
all, policies have been made by 
someone or some group outside 
the industry, and when such con­ 
ditions exist, most decisions will 
be to the advantage of someone 
else, rather than to those of us 
who produce the meat. The live­ 
stock producers must ac4 so that 
policy decisions are theirs to make 
and they should develop such a 
program through their 
own or­ 
ganization. We also need more re­ 
search to know exactly how much 
meat the humhn body can use, 
and “we need to know it now.” 


As to marketing, Woods said 
that a realistic approach to the 
problem would be a program that 
would put foods fin the tables of 
America for an even happiei and 
more appreciative people. Then 
those in agriculture would not be 
expected to make all the economic 
adjustments by 
lowering 
their 
prices, and thus their income, to 
the point where the stability of 
agriculture is threatened.
